Tlte only reason that dictatorships waste breath 
on talk. is to develop the right mood in the minds of 
their tubber is. 
The Nazis ranted and raved about 
Polish sltiiulnesstiess, the Reds snorted and fumed 
about the evil Finns, not because Hie Pole* and Finns 
were desperate characters but because they had been 
marked for extinction and there was a little m atter 
of rationalization to be handled. 
This Lh an interesting part of the game of fooling 
some of the people ali of the time. but certainly not 
copyrighted by dictatorships. 
In the m uted States j 
at the moment the same thing is taking place in a 
different connection -an d not strictly for non-lethal j 
purposes either. 
The 
government 
is talking the ; 
country around to a new point of view about debt. j 
This is being done somewhat as follows: 
The people have been advised by their President 
and his spokesmen that a contemplated spending in­ 
crease of $500,000,000 for defense should not be added 
to debt but should be paid 
for 
out 
of new taxes j 
Furthermore, military expenses should be divided as J 
between "ordinary" and "emergency," following the 
example of the two-way bookkeeping favored by the 
Roosevelt administration, 
Then whs^t will happen? 
Politicians will yelp that there must be no new 
taxes— not even for national defense by gum and by 
gravy. The President will say very well then, gents, 
the qnly thing to do is boost the national debt limit 
I rom. 45 billion dollars to 
whatever’* 
needed or in­ 
finity, whichever one is closer. 
And the whole thing 
will be done without much more than a quiver, be­ 
cause no one will dare to question the necessity of 
spending another half billion on national defense at 
a time like this.

This fact in all likelihood is the key to the puzzle 
of why Russia has attacked a smaller, weaker coun­ 
try, fcaciiftcing its carefully developed foreign policy 
of non-aggression and its claim to proletarian sup­ 
port us the one m ajor power on earth that wouldn't 
wage war. 
Russia is afraid of something 
Logically, it has reason to lear only one nation— 
Germany. 
No other nation is in position to threaten 
Kus,Ian security through use of tile Baltic sea, 
So 
perhaps the thing th at has put Finns and Russians 
at each other's throats is the same as it was in the 
World war—the clash oi power politics between Rus­ 
sians and Germans.

more It changes In Europe the more it is the same— 
the saute old struggle to beat the other nation to 
the punch.

AIDS FARMERS 


I j----------------. 
■ A.- - 
Helps Rural Folk Main­ 
tain Independence In 
Adversity 


LISBON. Dec. 5.—A remarkable 
service is being carried on in this 
and other counties of the state for 
the farmers of low incomes by the 
Farm Security administration. This 
service, whereby a struggling farm 
family may obtain a loan when they 
are unable 
to 
.secure 
reasonable 
credit elsewhere, has greatly aided 
such rural folks to m aintain their 
independence 
rather 
than 
being 
forced to apply for relief, or from 
greatly increasing WPA rolls. 
Francis A. Wolfe, supervisor 
of 
the Columbiana county offices of 
the security program, who is con­ 
ducing investigations each week in 
the court house, announced that 
there are 110 active accounts in this 
cr unty, and that all participating 
farmers are greatly interested in 
this program. 
Loans are based upon estimated 
possible income from the farm, and 
a farm family in making 
applica­ 
tion for a loan must first show a 
good iease upon the land and com ­ 
pete plans of operation for the 
next lear. The loans may 
be ob­ 
tained for the purpose of purchas­ 
ing seed. feed, livestock, machinery 
or for making 
minor 
repairs 
to 
buildings. 
Instructions are also given to the 
applicants in farm and home m an­ 
agement. an d they 
m ust 
set 
up 
plans each year until the loan is 
liouidated. The 
budget 
must 
in ­ 
clude the cost of groceries or any 
toed. supplemental feeds and farm 
weds which they may have to buy, 
and the amount of vegetables, crops 
and feed which can be raised 
This must be approved by the 
local office and the borrowers re­ 
port when they are called in once 
each year, the sessions beginning 
early in October and continuing 
un H February with group meetings

A FARMER’S SKETCH BOOK 


By WILLARD BOLTI • Stoiiycrtekmouth Form 


Planting Without Plowing 


James Laten farms over a thousand acres of rolling upland and bot­ 
tom land in Lincoln County, Tennessee. Up to 1931 his upland fields were 
badly eroded and rapidly becoming almost worthless because of loss of 
top soil. That year he started on the job of getting all of his upland in 
Korean lespedeza -and growing a crop of small grain on the lespedc7A 
land each year without plowing. This plan has worked out splendidly. 
Erosion is a thing of the past—he gets a full crop of grain every spring — 
plus a full crop of lespcdeza for pasture, hay or seed—and year after 
year the lespedeza is adding nitrogen to the soil. In preparing the lespe- 
deza sod for seeding oats, wheat, barley or rye, he stirs the soil deeply 
with a subsoil cultivator shown in the sketch- and then goes over the 
surface with a disk.
